SOIBTHIIG ABOUT TBE fITHEfi RACES 



The election in t,<mi!Krifle and JeffeT- 
son county on Tuesday was matked by 
some disorder, but no serious disturbance 
marked the event. As was expected, 
the Democratic nominees were victor- 
ious. The daily newspapers lined up on 
opoosite sides and made confusion worse 
confounded by dealing in language that 
was reprehensible, vituperative and occa- 
sionally positively indecent. Men were 
incited to bear arms in order to assert 
their rights. Fortunately the people were 
more temperate in their conduct than 
their would-be editorial leaders. Men 
who had all to gain and nothing to lose 
let their pens act before their brains, if 
they have any, worked. But Louisville 
is a good old town and her people are 
kindly. The great majority declined to 
be led by editorial bellwethers. The 
citizens voted for their firesides and their 
homes. They elected capable, honest, 
intelligent gentlemen to preside over 
the affairs of city and county. 

Paul C. Barth, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, was elected Mayor over bis Fusion- 
ist opponent, Joseph T. O'Neal, by a 
majority of something over 5,000. ;The 
exact figures can not be given in any of 
the races until the official count is made. 

While the maiu interest centered in 
the Mayoralty contest, there were many 
who were interested in the other races. 
E. T. Schmitt won a decisive victory 
over hia Fusionist opponent, Capt. H. N. 
Gifford, in the race for City Treasurer. 
Lyne G. Herndon was elected City 
Auditor by a handsome majority, and 
Thomas A. Shelley was made the choice 
of the people for Tax Receiver during 
the next four years. Judge John Mc- 
Cann, too, waa paid a splendid tribute 
for his long and faithful service as a pub- 
lic official by his election for another term 
over such a cultured gentleman as 
Wheeler MrGee. Prosecuting Attorney 
Robert J. Hagan made such a record 
during his first term that he was honored 
with re-election, and Billy Boaler, the 
man with the original stnile-that-won't- 
come-off, geta a third term as Bailiff of 
the Police Court. Alfred V. Oldham won 
handsomely in the race for re election as 
Clerk of the Police Court. 

Despite the work of ingrates, Charles 
A. Wilson was elected County Judge. 
Four years hence Mr. Wilson will have 
made a record that only law breakers 
can attack. William J, Semonin, the 
Democratic nominee for County Clerk, 
left bis Fu ionist opponent at the post, 
while Robert W. Bingham succeeds him- 
self as County Attorney. 

Hepry A. Bell, the old war horse of 
the Democratic party, not only helped to 
pilot the Democratic bark to victorv, but 
•ailed into port as Sheriff of Jefferson 
county, a position that he het4 before, 
snd which he filled with credit. So well 
had Mrs. Rosa Stonestreet demonatrated 
her ability as Superintendent of County 
Schools that the people gave her an in- 
dorseinei-' by electing her for another 
term. Jo > R. Pflanz made a splendid 
race for i !ectiou and came under the 
wire a wi-ner by several lengths. Dr. 
Harris Kelly was re-elected Coroner and 
Robert Young succeeds himself as County 
Surveyor. 'Squire Adams blossoms forth 
as County Assessor and will make a good 
one. Messrs. Castleman, Seelbach and 
Layer, the Democratic nominees, were 
elected Park Commissioners, while the 
motion to amend the constitution by 
changing from the secret to the vive 
voce system of voting waa defeated. 

All the Democratic Aldermen and 
Councilmen were elected, and almost as 
soon as the result waa known the friends 
of Alderman Charles F. Taylor began to 
boom him for Chairman of the boa-d. 
Mr. Taylor haa the knowledge, the ex- 
perience, the courage and the integrity 
to fill the office. The Democratic party 
might go farther and fare worse in its 
efforts to secure a man to preside over 
its legisl itive affairs. 

In the State Senatorial races H. S. 
McNutt waa elected over hia Fuaionist 
opponent to represent the Thirty-sixth 
district. Mr. McNutfs majority is not 
large, but in view of the fact that he was 
so bitteriy fought he waa lucky to win 
at all. Albert H. Charlton was re-elected 
from the Thirty-eight district by a safe 
majority. 

One of the closest races in the city waa 
between Emmet Slattery and Lee Bern- 
beim for Repreaentative from the Forty- 
eighth district, composed of the Sixth 
and Seventh wards. Mr. Slattery, the 
Democratic nominee, appeara to be the 
winner by a small but aafe majority. 
Mr. Slattery ia a young man and an able 
lawyer. Hia opponent, Mr. Bernhein, is 
also young and is prominent in Main 
atreet circles. They were candidates in 
a section known to be aristocratic and it 
is a credit to Mr. Slattery to have been 
>, elected by the voters of -his district. 



The Democratic nominees in all the 
other racea for Repreaentatives were 
elected by safe majorities.

ETERNAL LIFE 



Is Now the. Portion of Cap- 
tain Michael P. 
Barry. 



Simple yet solemn were the last rites 
over the mortal remains of Capt. 
Michael P. Barry last Saturday morning. 
He died, aa he had lived, a good Cath- 
olic, and when the body that once held 
his soul waa brought to St. Louis Ber- 
trand'a church the stately edifice waa 
filled with friends who knew him in life. 
Some of them were politicians who had 
befriended him and had been by him in 
turn befriended; others bad been hia 
associates on the police force. Some 
there were who worked with him aa 
mechanics thirty years ago; others came 
because they knew he had faithfully 
guarded their property. And among tbe 
throng that came to do honor to his re- 
mains were quite a number of widowa of 
former policemen. To them Mike Barry 
had been a friend in time of trouble and 
distress. To them he waa not Capt. 
Barry, nor Mr. Barry, but plain Iriah 
"Mike." They loved him for the good 
he had done, because he was a true 
friend in time of need or trouble. He 
bad felt and knew the pulse of human 
nature, and had ever carried out the in- 
junction: 

"To thlae ownself be true, 
And then it follows, a* the night the day. 
Thou canst not then be false to any man." 

The Rev. Father Kernan, O. P.. cel- 
ebrated the solemn mass of requiem, 
gave a final bleaaing to the remains of 
the deceased and preached the funeral 
sermon. A fitting one it was. Capt. 
Barry needed no eulogy. Father Kernan 
preached to the living, not to the dead. 

He told those aasembled that they had 
come to witness the last rites of tbe 
church to one of her children. The cer- 
emonies there performed consigned the 
body to the grave, but reminded those 
still living that they were tending in tbe 
me direction. Nothing is more cer- 
tain nor uncertain, said tbe reverend 
speaker. We all know that we have to 
die, but we do not know the day nor the 
hour. It was a parody, said Father Ker- 
nau, for a man to profess Catholicity and 
yet to live contrary to the laws of God 
and tbe church. 

The soul of your dead friend, he said, 
s in tbe hands of God, who is to judge 
him and to judge all of ns. He waa 
placed here like me and you to prove and 
improve ourselves. Pray that you will 
not be found wanting when your time 
cornea, and in your prayers do not forget 
to pray for the soul of this your de- 
parted friend. 

Many friends followed the remains to 
their last resting place in St. Louis cem- 
etery. The pall bearers were William 
Chawk,' Steve Keeley, Dennis Meagher, 
Nicholas Carey, Patrick Kenealey and 
William M. Higgins.

Has Given Her Share of Mar- 
tyrs In tbe Cause of 
Catholic Faith. 



Many Priests Gave Up Their 
Life's Blood In Its 
Defense. 



Death Had No Terrors For 
These Sturdy Sons of 
Ireland. 



■EN OF SUE BLOOD ARE HERE 



The stockholders of tbe First National 
Bank are to be congratulated in keepiug 
Clint C. McClarty at the bead of that 
inatitution. It waa tbe first national bank 
organized south of the Ohio river, and 
since Mr. McClarty haa been connected 
with the bank, in 1894, the deposits have 
steadily increaaed from a few hundred 
thousand dollara to $3,250,000. The 
stockholders remained loyal to Mr. Mc- 
Clarty when the Le-.vman forces under- 
took to wrest the control of the hank 
from him. The bank ia now well officered 
and is in splendid shape financially, 
thanks to the ability of its President. 



Some years ago, during a small-pox 
plague in Ireland, a man ignorant as the 
world goes, but of a great and abiding 
faith, lay dying in a pest bouse. Rela- 
tives and friends who were recovering 
from the dread disease stood around and 
lamented that if he died his body could 
not be buried in consecrated ground. 

"Dig deep! Dig deep!" said the dying 
man. "There is not a foot of ground in 
all Ireland that has not been consecrated 
by the blood of martyrs." 

If this poor fellow was ignorant about 
worldly matters he waa thoroughly con- 
versant with Irish history. There is not 
a county in Ireland that haa not had its 
martyrs, though all of them have not 
been canonized. Tbe County Kerry cer- 
tainly had its ahare of men who gave 
their lives for the faith that was in them 
and not a few of them were priests- 
Franciscans and Dominicans. A writer 
iu the Hibernian, an esteemed contem- 
porary, published in Boston, says: 
"Among tbe poor, * 
Or on the moor, 

Where hide the pious and the true — 
While traitor knave, 
And recreant alave 
Had riches, rank and retinue." 
So sang the Proteatant writer, Thomas 
Davis, in describing the condition to 
which the penal laws bad reduced the 
people of Ireland. Indignity, poverty, 
auffersing and persecution were the lot 
of the unfortunate Irish Catholic. Plun- 
dered, homeless, outlawed, trampled on, 
his very existence was a crime, while 
tbe enemies of the ancient faith and 
supporters of the brand new religion of 
the sixteenth century were liberally en- 
dowed with the confiscated possessions 
of the native population. The clergy 
were hunted down like wolves, with 
prices on their heads, and many were 
slaughtered while In the very act of 
offering up the glorious sacrifice of the 
mass. In Kerry the persecution to which 
the priests and people were subjected 
during the long dark night of the penal 
code waa m less merciless than in other 
portions of the country, as the instances 
of martyrdom we give will help to show. 

Daniel Hinrecban, Philip O 'Shea and 
Maurice O'Scanlan, O. S. F., were 
natives of Kerry. They were priests, 
and for more than thirty years bad 
preached throughout different parts of 
Ireland. When the rest of the brethren 
heard that the Puritans were coming to 
seize them, says Bruodin, they could not 
accompany them, awing to old age and 
loss of sight. Tbe youngest of them waa 
over seventv years of age. They took 
refuge in tbe church of their monastery 
In the town of Lislsughtin, near Bally- 
longford. They were seized and dragged 
before the high altar and there beaten 
with sticks and run through with the 
sword. Tbe date of their death is April 
6, 1580. 

Laurence O' Moore waa descended from 
a very ancient and respectable family in 
Ireland, says Bruodin. He was a priest 
remarkable for bolineaa of life, as Sander 
testifies. When the Spaniah Gen. San 
Jose surrendered the castle of Smerwick, 
in the western part of County Kerry, to 
Lord Grey, who was then deputy, the 
conditiona were that tbe garrison should 
be allowed to march ont with their arms, 
ammunition and other property. But 
the Puritans did not think themselves 
bound either by their oath or by the 
laws that are held sacred even by bar- 
barious nations. The Spaniards, nine 
hundred in number, were made to give 
up their arms and all but ten and tbe 
cowardly commander either caat into the 
sea or slain in cold blood. 

O' Moore and two Irishmen of noble 
birth, Oliver Plunkett and William 
Walsh, were taken there also. Tbeae 
tbe Deputy required to be handed over 
to him. He strove to induce them to 
abjure the Catholic faith and to embrace 
Protestantism and when they refused, 
and said that "with God's grace they 
would contiuue even until death to pro- 
fess tbe Catholic faith," he aent them to 
a blacksmith's forge and had their limbs 
broken to pieces with a hammer. Thia 
butchery laated for twenty-four hours. 
During all that time tbeae noble men 
displayed extraordinary courage, having 
been strengthened with tbe sacraments 
which they had received from Father 
Laurence. All three expired almost at 
the aame moment, thei.- last words being: 
"Into Thy handa, O Lord, I commend 
my spirit." They were put to death 
August 5, 1580. 

The State papera confirm fully the 
above narrative; "This day was execut- 
ed an Engliahman who served Dr. Sen- 
ders, one Plunkett and an Irish priest. 
Tbeir arms and lega were broken, and 
hanged upon a gallows upon the wall of 
the fort." 

Cornelius O'Brien, Lord of Carrick, 
and Father Ward were hanged from the 



yard-arms of a ship near the mouth of 
the Shanuon in 1542 because they would 
not renounce their faith. Francis O'Sulli- 
van, O. S. P., a member of the family of 
the former princea of Beare and Ban try, 
and lector jubilatus in his order, waa 
shot to death in a cavern in 1651. A 
year later Lord John O'Connor, chief 
of his family in Kerry, was hanged by 
Cromwell because he would not give up 
the faith. 

Gerald Fitzgibbdn, O. P.. a Dominican 
famed for hia learning, was slain by the 
priest hunters in tbe village of Listowel 
in 1691. In 1651' Cornelius McCarthy 
was put to death because he was a priest 
and would not abjsre the faith. Tadlig 
Moriarity, O. P., another Dominican 
prior of the conveijt at Tralee, was slain 
in 1641 because he was a defender of the 
faith. From the top of the ladder he 
exhorted the faithful to be patient and 
to hold fast to the faith. Having recited: 
"Into Thy Hands, O Lord, I commend 
my spirit," he met a glorioue death, tbe 
Cromwellians being struck with admira- 
tion and saying, "If ever a priest was a 
martyr, he waa one." 

The penal laws have passed away, not, 
however, without leaving their mark on 
the national character. They have failed 
in their fiendish design, and Ireland is 
today as true to the church as at any 
period in our country's history. 
"Through all tbe orb no land more true 
Than our own old Catholic land. 
Through ages of blood to the Rock she 
stood, 

True may she ever stand." 
Here in Louisville we hsve Hanrahans, 
Scanlans, Sullivans, McCarthys, Moores, 
Walahs, Warda and Moriaritys.

SPEAKERS AID WHAT THEY SAID 



Members of the Catholic Knights of 
America from all over the city enjoyed 
a regular love feast at the social sesson of 
St. John's branch, at Clay and Walnut 
streets, last Monday night. Tbe meet 
ing not only brought together many of 
the oldest members of the order, but it 
aasembled many of those who had held 
widely divergent views. In tbe speeches 
made during the evening all expressed 
loyalty to the great body to which they 
belong. The meeting is bound to bring 
about beneficial results. 

William T. Meehan called the meeting 
to order, but retired a few minutes later 
in favor of President F. L. De Leuil, 
wbo had been delayed. Secretary Albert 
F. Martin read a letter from Supreme 
President Gaudin that was full of inter- 
est to all preasnt and was received with 
applause. President Gsudin expressed 
tbe opinion that all the branchea in the 
United States could be increaed and 
many new branches organized if the 
members would lend their aid. The let- 
ter closed with an appeal to the members 
to aid in tbe work ot organization. 

William T. Meehan reported that he 
had visited the Central Committee and 
expressed his pleasure on the manner in 
which that body received him. He urged 
all to attend the next meeting of that 
body, so that they might see what the 
committee was doing. 

President Newton G. Rogers, of the 
Central Committee, said he had none 
but pleasant recollections of Branch 25 
in the old daya, when he was Supreme 
Secretary. He complimented the officers 
and members on tbeir aplendid attend- 
ance. In speaking of tbe Central Com- 
mittee President Rogers said it was a 
clearing house for the local branches of 
the Catholic Knights of America, and 
asked Branch 25 to send a good delega- 
tion to his committee at the meeting to 
be held Friday night. He dwelt at con- 
aiderable length on the State laws regu- 
lating fraternal insurance orders and 
told how tbe Knights bad to fight against 
unjust legialation. 

Among others who made brief ad- 
dresses were Patrick Holley, Col. Michael 
Reichert, Joseph P. McGinn, Henry 
Bosquet, Harry Veeneman and William 
M. Higgins. Ex-Supreme Trustee Mc- 
Ginn said he was pleased to be with tbe 
branch and realize tbe good will and 
new life that waa manifest and the ap- 
parent desire to build up the order until 
it numbered a hundred tbousaud. He 
urged Branch 25 to again send delegates 
to the Central Committee, a body tbat 
was organized in St. John's Hall. 

Col. Michael Reichert, who haa repre- 
sented the order in State and national 
councila, was called upon to tell how hia 
branch bad attained such large propor- 
tions and to state what was being done 
toward organizing the uniform rank. In 
his response he said that tbe Catholic 
Knights of America was the grandeat 
fraternal society in the United States, 
and the ill-feeling that existed one year 
ago had entirely disappeared. All mem- 
bers, he said, are now paying their actual 
insurance, and years hence, when the laat 
member dies, bis insurance will await 
the beneficiaries. Col. Reichert said be 
thought the uniform rank would enthuse 
the young men, and that' the first com- 
pany organized would be followed by 
many others. He gave a aynopaia of 
what took place at tbe recent meeting in 
Chicago aud tbe impression the rank 
made upon him. A company waa now 
being formed here, he said, and would 
be soon fully equipped. He said that 
many of those who left tbe order several 
years ago were now regretting tbeir 
action. Col. Reichert in conclusion said 
he hoped for a phenomenal boom in the 
order within the next few years, when 
all Catholic young men would become 
members. 

Patrick Holley said he felt especially 
gratified to see aucb a large attendance. 
He waa alwaya delighted to speak and 
work for tbe order. He made a atrong 
plea for confidence and unity, after which 
there would be no personal enmitiea be- 
tween the members. Mr. Holley stated 
that he bad been Secretary of bis branch 
for twenty-aeven years and tbat be bad 
always felt that tbe Supreme Council 
waa wise, and praised the Kentucky dele- 
gates for tbeir good work. During tbe 
crisis one year ago Branch 21 only loat 
four members, Now that the trouble 
waa passed, new applications were com- 
iug in. 

Henry Bosquet, of Branch 45, said he 
was proud to represent a congregation 
(St. Mary 'a) that bad organized the firat 
company of cadets, whose members he 
predicted would eventually become Cath- 
olic Knight* of America. He said he 
hoped all congregations would encourage 
the youths aud provide them with uni- 
forms. He also said it would advance 



them in many waya and would provide 
them with legitimate amusement. He 
read a personal letter from Supreme 
President Gaudin and paid him a high 
compliment. 

Harry Veeneman, former State Preai- 
dent and founder of the Central Commit- 
tee, said he felt at home with Branch 25, 
where he waa well taught the principles 
of the order. St. Michael'* branch, be 
stated, had not loat a man on account of 
rerating. He recounted the work of the 
Central Committee during the past five 
years. St. John's branch bad a good 
field, be aaid, and should continue to 
grow. He thought it would be a good 
idea for tbe pastors to attend tbe meet- 
ings of their respective branches. He 
offered his services to the various 
branches to help in whatever capacity he 
might be called upon. 

William M. Higgins, editor of the 
Kentucky Iriah American, was called 
upon and talked to those assembled on 
the business methods to be pursued.

This edifice, says the Cath- 
olic Universe, haa the distinction of being 
the first house of worship in the Cleve- 
land diocese and the second in the conn- 
try to be consecrated before its opening.

The building waa begun less 
than four years ago, with o;ly a fourth 
of the funds on hand. The parish ia 
large, but not rich, and the gifts of out- 
Bide donors, while" generous, have not 
been many enough to explain the re- 
markable accomplishment. How waa it 
done? 

"In one of the front pews at the impos- 
ing ceremonies on Sunday," aaya our 
Cleveland contemporary, "sat a little old 
woman in a rusty black gown that bad 
seen more season;, perhaps, than its 
wearer could count. Her k loveless handa 
were work-worn aud hard. Her face 
was seamed with thoae grim linea tbat 
struggle and poverty imprint on those 
who live with them. Her fingers circled 
a big wooden rossry as the service pro- 
ceeded, but her eyes traveled from altar 
to window, from window to the painted 
garlands that wreathed the dome. No 
beauty escaped her and when her eager 
glance rested at last on the tabernacle it 
was full of an ineffable content. Dome 
and archea hurst into radiance at the 
tinkle of a bell, hut their glow was;hardly 
brighter than the anawering light of her 
dazzled eyes. She smiled at her little 
grand-daughter and the child smiled 
back with delight, and the smile 
old face, wrinkled and 
aa it was, was ss child-like and aa ipon- 
taneoualy happy aa tbe little one's. Shs 
had thirty-five cents knotted in the 
corner of her hsndkerchief, andjlong be- 
fore the collection time ahe painfully 
untied the knots and got her offering in 
readineas.

"It was thus, one guesses, tbat St. 
Bernard's church was built. It is thus 
that Catholic churchea riae everywhere 
in the midst of the homes of the poor. 
And whether the gift ia thirty-five cents 
or thirty-five dollara, whether it repre- 
sents the washwoman's best or the bank- 
er's, its building power lies less in its 
aixe than in the fact that it ia so cheer- 
fully and universally given.

A telegram from New York says that 
Col. J. A. Kavanagh, an insurance agent 
who collected |67,000 commiasions laat 
year in South Africa, before leaving for 
Capetown, via England, on the Baltic, 
explained a scheme which he has for 
the Improvement of the condition of Ire- 
land, which ia, in brief, to Americanize 
the rising generation of Irishmen. 
"To do this," he said, "would be ths | 
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simplest thing in the world. It is a mat- 
ter of education simply. The Irish priests 
should be sent to America to observe and 
study conditions, while priests of Irish 
parentage educated in America should 
be sent to Ireland. Then would follow 
the work of Americaniziug the Irish 
youth, which, I believe, could be accom- 
plished through the aid of American 
teachers in a decade. There would then 
be planted the germ of a race of Irish 
Yankees, snd in two generations no na- 
tion on the face of the earth would or 
could beat them." 

This plan of Americanizing Ireland ia 
no dream. Mr. Kavanagh has secured 
the promise of an Irish-American 
millionaire to contribute ten thousand 
pounds for the development of the idea. 
Upon his arrival in England he will send 
two hundred pouuds to the Archbishop of 
Tuam to be expended in the prelinmary 
expenaea of organizing a committee of 
Irish bishops to consider the

A life-size marble statue of the Most 
Rev. Dr. Crolly, a former Archbishop of 
Armagh and Primate of All Ireland, is 
about to be erected in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Armagh. Tbe work is by 
John Gibney, sculptor, the base being 
from designs of Ashlin and Coleman. 
The pedestal is of white Sheephouse 
limestone, richly molded and octagonal 
in shape. Starting from a square tbe 
shaft is divided in panels of neatly ex- 
ecuted tracery work. Tbe height of 
the pedestal is ten feet six inches and it 
weighs eleven tons. The whole when 
completed will be a work of art.

Charles J. Devlin, of Topeka, Kas., 
who died at Chicago on Thursday of laat 
week as the result of paralysis, was one 
of the best known business men in the 
Weat. He waa born in St. Louis of Irish 
parents fifty-five yeara ago. When he 
waa quite a small boy his parents re 
moved to La Salle coanty, 111. After a 
few years at school he entered the em- 
ployment of the Union Coal Company as 
an office boy. Hia services were so effi- 
cient that after a short time hia employ- 
ers placed a block of stock to his credit. 
This gave young Devlin bis start in bus- 
iness. A few yeara ago he waa made 
President of a big coal company operat- 
ing over 35,000 acres in Illinois. In 
1889 he went to Kansaa to assume 
charge of the Santa Fe's system of coal 
properties. In all his career he was emi- 
nently fair with hia employee and never 
had any serious labor troubles. 

At Frontenac, 111., where he owned 
two large mines, he erected a Catholic 
church at hia own expense. He encour- 
aged his men to own their own homes 
and sold them property on installments. 
Several months ago Mr. Devlin became 
financially involved, and it is believed 
the shock was responsible for the para- 
lytic stroke that caused his death. 

It has developed that Mr. Devlin'a 
affairs were not so badly involved, and 
that after all hia obligationa have been 
paid the family will receive $-500,000. 
Hia funeral took place at La Salle, 111., 
where the solemn requiem mass waa 
celebrated.
